Diary  Indicates  First  Co-Ed 
Was  Noticed  on  OU  Campus 


PRESENTED  recently  to  the  Ohio 
State  Historical  and  Archaeologi- 
cal Society  was  a  copy  of  a  diary 
kept  by  Margaret  Boyd,  '73,  first  wo- 
man to  enter  and  to  graduate  from 
Ohio  University.  The  diary,  which 
contains  a  partial  record  of  Miss 
Boyd's  activities  as  the  first  co-ed,  was 
edited  for  publication  by  Prof.  T.  N. 
Hoover,  "05,  Ohio  University  histor- 
ian. 

The  ""little  black  volume""  is  a 
prized  possession  of  Mrs.  Abbie 
Whipple  Lawrence,  Athens,  widow 
of  the  late  Perley  Boyd  Lawrence, 
'90x,  who  was  a  nephew  of  Margaret 
Boyd.  The  two  pictures  of  Miss 
Boyd  used  with  this  story  w^ere  loaned 
to  the  editor  by  Mrs.  Belle  Hooper 
Lawrence,  also  of  Athens,  widow  of 
the  late  "Wesley  Boyd  Lawrence,  '92, 
another  nephew  of  the  first  woman 
grad. 

In  commenting  upon  the  contents 
of  the  diary.  Professor  Hoover  wrote 
that  "Margaret  Boyd  was  not  only  the 
first  woman  graduate  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, but  was  also  evidently  first  in 
the  esteem  of  a  do^en  or  more  young 
men  of  the  University.  Among  her 
many  admirers  were  R.  H.  Kmnison, 
Fletcher  Coultrap,  E.  J.  Jones,  and 
J.  M.  Davis." 

Ripley  H.  Kinnison,  Evan  J.  Jones,

and  John  M.  Davis  were  classmates 
of  "Miss  Maggie,"  and  are  all  now 
dead.  Admirer  Coultrap,  '75,  a  for- 
mer superintendent  of  schools  in  Nel- 
sonville  and  Athens,  and  for  17  years 
a  member  of  the  Ohio  University 
faculty,  is  still  living,  and  expects  to 
celebrate  his  9nth  birthday  at  his 
home  in  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  en  March 
28. 

In  her  entry  of  June  22,  1873,  the 
Sunday  before  her  graduation,  Miss 
Boyd  wrote,  "Just  as  I  was  dressing 
this  morning  Frank  Dixon  came  in 
and  brought  a  note  from  C.  H.  D. 
[Charles  H.  Dixon,  brother  of  Frank] 
asking  to  come  up  and  walk  down  to 
church  with  me.  I  can  not  go  down 
stairs,  but  Ella  answers  the  note  in  the 
Aff.  We  have  such  a  nice  lecture. 
He  tells  the  boys  that  they  may  well 
be  proud  that  they  belong  to  the  class 
that  contains  the  first  lady  graduate. 
I  can  hardly  keep  the  tears  from  my 
eyes.  Such  a  day.  Kinnison  and 
Dixon  called  in  the  afternoon." 

The  "Ella"  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph  was  Jane  Elliott 
Boyd,  Margaret's  niece,  who  was  the 
second  woman  to  enter  and  the  second 
to  graduate  from  Ohio  University. 
On  the  day  of  her  own  graduation, 
June  22,  1876,  at  which  time  she  re- 
ceived her  diploma  from  Rutherford 
B.  Hayes,  who,  the  next  year,  became 
president  of  the  United  States,  "Ella"" 
Boyd  married  Margaret"s  classmate, 
John  M.  Davis,  "73. 

Thursday,  June  26,  was  commence- 
ment day  for  Margaret  Boyd.  "Day 
of  all  days,"  she  wrote.  "Commence- 
ment day  for  the  class  of  '73.  They 
all  do  well.  Do  not  forget  any  of 
their  pieces.  I  was  so  very  frightened 
before  I  went  up  on  the  stage  that  I 
thought  I  would  fail  completely.  I 
did  much  better  than  I  feared.  They 
cheered  me  as  I  went  up,  and  I  think 
that  helped  me.  I  received  two  bou- 
quets, one  from  Emma  [Emma  K. 
Dana,  '79}  and  Kate  Dana.  After 
we  are  dismissed,  so  many  come  to 
congratulate  me.  I  get  tired  of  it. 
"Beta"  [Beta  Theta  Pi]  party  tonight 
at  Ballard's.     I  go  with  Dixon."' 

Although  the  source  of  the  infor- 
mation is  not  indicated,  the  Alumni 
Secretary  finds  in  his  files  the  follow- 
ing note:     "The  subject  of  Margaret

Boyd's  presentation  at  the  Commen- 
cement of  1873  (her  graduation)  was 
'Whitewash.'  The  theme  of  it  was 
that  anything  whitewashed  is  covered 
up,  but  she  was  trying  to  portray  the 
real  thing  not  whitewashed." 
,  Margaret  Boyd  was  the  youngest  / 
of  nine  children — three  sons  and  six 
daughters — of  Daniel  and  Jane  Elliott 
Boyd.  She  was  of  pure  Scotch-Irish 
descent,  her  father  having  been  born 
in  County  Donegal,  in  North  Ireland, 
while  her  mother  emigrated  to 
County  Londonderry  from  Scotland. 
Her  father  came  to  America  in  1819, 
walked  from  Philadelphia  to  Steuben- 
ville,  Ohio,  and  married  Jane  Elliott 
in  Holmes  County  in  1825.  With 
his  wife  and  six  children  he  settled  in 
Athens  County  in  1839.  Margaret 
was  born  April  7,  1845. 

Miss  Boyd  entered  the  Preparatory 
Department  of  Ohio  University, 
April  1,  1868.  She  continued, 
through  consecutive  terms,  until  June 
26,  1873,  when  she  received  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  In  1876,  ^ 
she  received  the  Master  of  Arts  de- 
gree under  the  prevailing  policy  of 
the  University  to  confer  "the  degree 
...  on  the  payment  of  $10,  upon 
every  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  three  years" 
standing,  who  during  the  interval 
has  sustained  a  good  moral  character, 
and  has  pursued  professional  or  scien- 
tific studies  during  that  period."" 

At  the  time  of  Miss  Boyd"s  matri- 
culation, there  were  five  members  of 
the  faculty  and  117  students,  only  50 
of  the  latter  being  in  the  four  regular 
classes.  Thomas  Jay  Harrison,  '68, 
Bethany,  Missouri,  oldest  living  grad- 
uate at  the  present  time,  received  his 
diploma    at    the   end   of   the    Spring

By  1S7S,  there  were  fourteen  co- 
eds in  the  university,  ten  of  whom 
are  pictured  in  the  center  of  the  page. 
These  campus  hclles  are:  Front  row — 
Jessie  Welch,  Edith  Vorhes,  and 
Ames  de  Steiguer;  middle  row — Ella 
Boyd,  Ella  Junod,  and  Hattie  Guthrie;

A  brother,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Boyd, 
'59,  for  mere  than  ,i  thu'd  of  a  cen- 
tury professor  rf  Lafn  at  Cornell 
College,  Mt.  Verm  n,  Iowa,  was  at 
rne  time  offered  the  presidency  of 
Ohio  University,  hut  declined  it.  An- 
other brother,  William  Fletcher  Boyd, 
'66,  was  a  trustee  of  Ohio  University 
from  1907  until  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1911.  An  uncle,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Charles  Elliott  helped  to  locate  and 
establish  Ohio  Wesleyan  University 
at  Delaware,  and  was  widely  known 
as  the  editor  of  the  Western  C/iristiuii 
Advocate. 

Katherine  "Kate""  Boyd,  a  sister,  in 
1872,  was  appointed  by  Judge  Cal- 
vary Morris  to  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  Athens  County  Board  of  School 
Examiners  with  Major  J.  M.  Good- 
speed,  "59,  and  Jonathan  P.  Weethee, 
1832.  No  woman  had  ever  before 
held  such  an  appointment  in  the  State 
of  Ohio.  When,  merely  because 
she  was  a  "female,""  the  question  of 
the  legality  of  her  appointment  was 
raised  at  the  end  of  a  two-year  term, 
she  refused  reappointment.  She  was 
principal  of  Athens  High  School  for 
twenty-three  years.  She  attended  the 
Seminary  at  Coolville,  near  Athens, 
but  was  never  a  student  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. Margaret  Boyd,  herself,  was 
a  teacher  in  Athens  High  School  for 
fifteen  years,  contemporaneously  with 
her  sister. 

Of  Margaret  Boyd,  whom  she 
knew  intimately,  Mrs.  Edwin  D. 
Sayre  (Edith  Woodruff,  "88),  now 
deceased,  once  wrote,  "Margaret  it 
was,  who  opened  the  doors  of  the 
Ohio  University  to  women  students — 
but  what  a  feat  it  was,  and  in  what  a 
brave,  womanly  way  it  was  done, 
none  of  us  can  quite  realize.  Agita- 
tion there  had  been,  plenty  of  it,  ful- 
mination,  angry  demand,  noisy  argu- 
ment— all  in  vain. 

"But  this  gentle  woman  believed 
that  she  had  as  good  a  right  to  a 
higher  education  at  the  hands  of  the 
State  as  had  her  brothers  .  .  .  What 
courage  it  took,  you  may  guess.  Those 
of  you   who  know  what  a  sensitive 


flower  of  woman  she  was,  can  but 
marvel,  ,is  I  always  did,  at  the  brave 
spirit  that  dared  even  while  it  suffer- 
ed. For  herself  alone,  ardently  as  she 
desired  knowledge,  she  would  never 
have  so  defied  precedent;  but  for  the 
sake  of  the  women  to  come  after  and 
all  it  would  mean  to  them,  she  kept 
on     her     way,     dignified,     victorious

through  sheer  force  of  character,  and 
we  who  come  after  her  can  never  pay 
her  honor  enough. 

"A  less  perfectly  poised  woman 
could  never  have  carried  it  through 
to  success,  for  pitfalls  there  were 
many.  But  Margaret  Boyd"s  selfless 
dignity  supported  her  courage,  and 
the  door  her  gentle  spirit  opened  will 
never  again  be  closed." 

Said  another  friend,  "I  do  not 
think  that  any  member  of  the  faculty 
had  any  objection  to  the  presence  of 
a  lady  in  the  student  body.  There 
was,  however,  some  fear  that  the  pub- 
lic might  be  unfavorably  influenced 
by  that  fact." 

Still  another  friend  has  recorded 
the  pioneer  event  in  these  words: 
"Maggie  was  encouraged  to  believe 
that  this  University  would  not  turn 
away  a  girl  thirsting  for  knowledge 
and  she  was  easily  persuaded  by  her 
brother  to  accompany  him  to  the  Uni- 
versity and  present  herself  as  a  stu- 
dent ready  to  matriculate.  The  good 
president  [the  Rev.  Dr.  Solomon 
Howard],  be  it  said  to  his  honor,  did 
not  crush  her  ambition,  but  in  a  most 
courtly  manner  received  her  as  the 
first  female  student  of  the  University. 
Doubtless   the   president   was  just   a 


little  afraid  of  the  experiment  and  did 
not  wish  to  give  his  action  too  much 
publicity,  so  inflicted  the  mild  punish- 
ment of  printing  Mi.ss  Maggie  Boyds 
name  in  the  catal(jgue  for  a  number 
of  years  as  M.  Boyd." 

In  his  biography  of  Margaret 
Boyd,  John  Merrill  Davis,  one-time 
president  of  Rio  Grande  College, 
wrote  of  his  classmate:  "Maggie,  Mor- 
gan, and  I  were  members  of  a  large 
class  in  Latin  which  recited  twice 
daily.  Our  teacher.  Professor  Adney, 
always  rose  at  her  entrance,  greeted 
her  by  name,  and  gave  her  a  chair. 
Her  air  and  bearing  were  modest  and 
dignified,  almost  painfully  marked 
for  a  few  weeks  by  timidity.  But  the 
timidity  steadily  wore  off.  She  had 
good  lessons,  recited  in  a  clear,  dis- 
tinct voice,  and  thus  secured  the  res- 
pect and  admiration  of  that  class. 

"It  was  the  same  in  other  classes 
and  in  the  Philomathean  Literary 
Society,  to  which  her  brothers  belong- 
ed, and  which  gallantly  opened  its 
doors  to  receive  her.  Her  place  in 
the  appreciation  and  love  of  the  Col- 
lege world  steadily  grew  larger  to  the 
end  of  her  course.  On  the  week  of 
her  graduation,  she  and  the  other 
members  of  the  Class  of  "73  who  were 
Philomatheans,  received  their  diplo- 
mas from  the  hands  of  Hugh  Mor- 
rison Lash  of  the  Class  of  "70.  He 
was  a  briliant  and  forceful  speaker, 
and  the  hall  rang  with  cheers  at  his 
closing  words:  'For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Ohio  University,  a 
lady  receives  a  diploma,  and  that  a 
Philo  diploma."  "" 

For  two  years  after  graduation,' 
Miss  Boyd  taught  in  the  high  school 
at  Monroeville.  For  four  years  she 
was  a  teacher  in  the  Wesleyan  Female 
College  in  Cincinnati,  a  school  estab- 
lished largely  through  the  influence  of 
her  uncle.  Dr.  Elliott,  and  under  the 
presidency  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  David  H. 
Moore,  "60,  who  was  later  to  become 
a  bishop  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  For  a  period  of  another 
four  years  she  taught  m  the  high 
school  at  Martinsville,  Ind.  She  then 
came  to  Athens  where  her  magnifi- 
cent service  as  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  is  still  recalled  and  appreciated 
by  many  citizens. 

In  ill  health  she  gave  up  teaching, 
and,  during  a  visit  in  Cincinnati,  died 
October  10,  1905,  at  the  age  of 
slightly  more  than  sixty  years.  Mar- 
garet Boyd  and  three  of  her  sisters 
are  buried  in  the  West  Union  Street 
Cemetery,  Athens.

OU's  hardworking  University  Thea- 
ter also  cracked  the  nation's  head- 
lines last  week  when  it  world-premier- 
ed international  literary  figure  John 
Erskine's  "Thought  for  the  Morrow." 
Recently  the  University  Symphony 
Orchestra  gained  prominence  for 
Athens  when  it  brought  the  noted 
conductor,  Alexander  Laszlo,  to  the 
campus  to  conduct  the  orchestra  in 
his  own  composition. 

They  have  helped  make  Athens  a 
bright  spot  on  the  map. 

At  various  times  this  year  OU's 
bands,  its  glee  clubs,  its  football  team, 
its  president,  its  faculty  members, 
and  its  enthusiastic  student  body  have 
all  made  a  mark  on  the  nation's  and 
the  state's  consciousness.  Even  now, 
an  elaborate  Pan-American  Celebra- 
tion is  being  planned  for  the  campus. 

Yes,  Ohio  University  is  definitely 
on  the  map.

Israel  M.  Foster,  '95,  Washington, 
D.  C,  commissioner  of  the  United 
States  Court  of  Claims,  and  John  W. 
Galbreath,  '20,  Columbus  realtor, 
were  named,  March  13,  new  trustees 
of  Ohio  University  by  Governor 
Bricker.  The  announcement  of  the 
reappointment  of  Gordon  K.  Bush, 
'24,  editor  and  publisher  of  The 
Athens  Messenger,  was  made  at  the 
same  time.  Mr.  Bush's  new  term  will 
expire  in  1948. 

Mr.  Foster  was  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed Dr.  Charles  E.  Holzer,  of  Galli- 
polis,  for  a  term  ending  in  1947.  Mr. 
Foster,  who  has  maintained  his  legal 
residence  in  Ohio,  was  a  trustee  of  the 
university  from  1900  to  1925.  Mr. 
Galbreath  succeeds  James  E.  Kinnison, 
'15x,  Canton,  for  a  term  ending  in 
1946.     He  is  head  of  John  W.  Gal- 


breath &  Co.,  Columbus,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  State  Agricultural 
Board.

Twain's  death,  the  editor's  statement 
in  last  month's  Altimnus  that  Dr. 
Clarence  C.  Henson,  '99,  had  retired 
from  his  work  of  educational  adminis- 
tration was  somewhat  "exaggerated." 
An  immediate  protest  was  filed  by 
Mrs.  Henson   (Blanche  'Wilson,  '03),

who  stated  that  it  is  she  who  is  giving 
time  to  lecturing  on  topics  of  current 
interest  and  to  the  reviewing  of  books, 
and  not  her  husband. 

All  reports  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. Dr.  Henson  is  still  the  capa- 
ble and  physically  vigorous  director 
of  the  Isidore  Newman  School  in  New 
Orleans,  La.  The  school  is  unique  in 
its  organization.  It  is  a  private,  non- 
sectarian,  coeducational  school.  Chil- 
dren are  admitted  to  the  kindergarten 
and  may  remain  until  they  are  ready 
for  college.  The  school  is  approved 
by  the  Louisiana  State  Department  of 
Education,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools.  Clarence  C.  Hen- 
son, Jr.,  '34x,  a  graduate  of  Louisiana 
State  University,  is  instructor  in 
health  and  physical  education  in  the 
high  school  division  of  the  school. 

Listed  in  "Who's  Who  in  Amer- 
ica," Dr.  Henson's  record  of  profes- 
sional and  civic  activities  is  a  long 
one. 


History  Department  Member  Comes 

From  an  Ohio  University  Family 

A  seniority  ranking  among  Ohio 
University  alumni  on  their  alma 
mater's  teaching  staff  brings  Evan 
Johnson  Jones,  Jr.,  associate  professor 
of  history,  to  the  cover  page  of  The 
Ohio  Alumnus. 

Professor  Jones  was  born  in  Ath- 
ens, December  19,  1888,  the  son  of 
Evan  J.  Jones,  '73,  and  Lucy  John- 
son Jones.  He  attended  the  Athens 
public  schools  and  Ohio  University, 
receiving  the  Bachelor  of  Philosophy 
degree  from  the  latter  in  1910.  Three 
years  later  he  received  the  Master  of 
Arts  degree  from  Ohio  University. 

After  teaching  one  year,  1910-11, 
at  Muskingum  College,  he  returned  to 
the  campus  as  an  instructor  in  history. 
His  service  on  the  Ohio  University 
faculty  has  been  continuous  with  the 
exception  of  a  year's  leave  in  1915-16 
and  a  half-year  in  1925-26  during 
which  he  earned  a  Master  of  Arts 
degree  at  Harvard  University.  He 
has  also  pursued  work  on  a  doctorate 
at  this  eastern  institution. 

Professor  Jones  married  Miss 
Fredia  Finsterwald,  '11,  Athens,  in 
1910.  The  Joneses  have  three  chil- 
dren, Mrs.  James  R.  Gilmore  (Helen 
Jones,  '37x),  New  York  City;  Martha 
Jones,  an  Ohio  University  senior;  and 
Evan  J.,  Ill,  a  junior  in  Athens  High 
School.  Mr.  Jones  is  a  brother  of 
Albert  J.  Jones,  '05,  San  Diego, 
Calif.;  Roger  J.  Jones,  '13,  Athens; 
and  Rupel  T.  Jones,  '20,  Norman, 
Okla.

INCLUDED  among  the  tour  artists 
who  have  been  chosen  to  appear  in 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium  in 
1941-42  on  programs  sponsored  by 
the  Athens  Community  Concert  As- 
sociation is  Ruby  Mercer,  '27,  Ohio 
University's  most  talented  graduate  in 
the  field  of  vocal  music.  Miss  Mer- 
cer, a  soprano,  has  been  heard  for 
two  seasons  in  Metropolitan  Opera, 
made  her  debut  in  Town  Hall,  New 
York  City,  as  a  winner  of  the  Naum- 
berg  Prize,  and  has  appeared  in  con- 
cert with  some  of  the  country's  lead- 
ing symphony  orchestras.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  she  will  receive  a  tremen- 
dous welcome  on  her  return  to  the 
campus  as  a  full-fledged  concert  and 
operatic  singer.  Paul  Robeson,  noted 
colored  singer,  will  also  be  presented 
in  the  concert  series  next  year.  His 
program  will  include  "The  Ballad  for 
Americans,"  in  which  he  will  be  as- 
sisted by  a  chorus  of  75  men  and  wo- 
men selected  from  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity glee  clubs  and  choir.  Henry 
Temianka,  violinist,  and  Guiomar 
Novaes,  a  South  American  pianist, 
will  complete  the  association  series. 

AN  EVENT  which  will  focus  at- 
tention on  Ohio  University  next 
month  will  be  the  Pan-American 
Celebration  to  be  held  on  the  campus 
April  23,  24,  and  25.  The  principal 
speaker  at  the  opening  convocation 
will  be  Dr.  Luis  Quintanilla,  Mexican 
minister  plenipotentiary  to  the  United 
States.  Dr.  Quintanilla  has  been  deco- 
rated for  outstanding  service  and 
scholarship  by  France,  China,  and 
Mexico.  He  holds  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  Baltimore,  Md., 
and  a  degree  from  the  University  of 
Paris,  France.  The  Washington  em- 
bassies of  a  number  of  Central  and 
South  American  republics  have  prom- 
ised to  send  members  of  their  staffs 
or  consular  and  military  attaches. 

BESIDES  the  Pan-American  Cele- 
bration, several  other  important 
conferences  and  meetings  are  sched- 
uled for  the  Ohio  University  campus 
this  spring.  On  April  11  and  12,  fhe 
16th  annual  meeting  of  the  Mid- 
Western  Psychological  Association 
will  bring  to  Athens  scientists  from 
an  eight-state  region.  Dr.  James  P. 
Porter,  head  of  the  department  of 
psychology,  is  chairman  of  the  com- 


mittee on  local  arrangements.  Among 
the  outstanding  speakers  and  confer- 
ence leaders  will  be:  Dr.  E.  A.  Cul- 
ler, University  of  Rochester;  Dr.  R. 
H.  Seashore,  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity; Dr.  Kurt  Lewin,  University  of 
Iowa;  and  Dr.  J.  P.  Guilford,  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California.  Ohio 
University  is  highly  honored  in  being 
selected  as  host  institution  for  this 
meeting   .    .   .   The   university   will   be

host  to  a  regional  conference  of  in- 
dustrial arts  instructors,  department 
heads,  and  high  school  principals  on 
April  19.  Several  hundred  visitors 
are  expected  for  the  exhibits,  demon- 
strations, and  the  luncheon  which  will 
feature  the  conference  program  .  .  . 
Invitations  have  been  sent  to  58 
Southeastern  Ohio  high  schools,  in 
Class  "A"  and  "B"  groups,  to  partici- 
pate in  a  speech  festival  to  be  held 
the  third  week  in  April  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  speech  department 
of  the  College  of  Fine  Arts  .  .  .  The 
Mothers'  Weekend,  April  25,  26,  and 
27,  with  its  program  as  outlined  in 
the  February  Alumnus,  is  expected  to 
attract  more  than  a  thousand  visitors 
to  Athens.  It  will  be  the  most  ex- 
tensive program  in  the  16-year  history 
of  this  outstanding  spring  event. 

THAT  Democracy  is  doomed  if  it 
does  not  change  its  course,  is 
the  theme  of  John  Erskine's  new  play. 
"Thought  For  The  Morrow,"  which 


had  Its  world  premiere  in  the  Ohio 
University  Theatre,  Ewing  Auditor- 
ium, March  21.  The  dramatist,  him- 
self, arrived  from  New  York  in  time 
for  the  second  performance  of  the 
play  on  the  succeeding  night.  Presi- 
dent James,  of  the  University,  and 
Mayor  Cliff  Cornell,  of  the  City  of 
Athens,  issued  a  joint  "proclamation" 
designating  March  22  as  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Theatre  Day  in  honor  of  their 
distinguished  guest.  Dr.  John  Erskine. 
The  author  was  accompanied  to  Ath- 
ens by  a  columnist  of  the  New  Yor}{ 
Herald  Tribune.  "Henry  Disarms," 
another  Erskine  play,  was  given  its 
initial  staging  by  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Theatre  last  year.  Both  of  the 
Erskine  productions  have  been  staged 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  G. 
Dawes. 

ALTHOUGH  something  over 
$625,000  was  asked  by  Ohio 
University  for  buildings  in  its  pro- 
posed budget  for  the  coming  bien- 
nium.  Governor  Bricker's  executive 
budget  which  he  submitted  to  the 
state  legislature  on  March  6  calls  for 
an  allotment  of  only  $320,815  for 
building  purposes  at  Ohio  U.  The 
askings  of  the  other  four  state  uni- 
versities were  scaled  down  proportion- 
ately. In  the  original  budget  request, 
$457,500  was  for  a  new  Science 
Building,  $120,000  for  restoration  of 
Cutler  Hall  and  the  Wmgs,  $40,000 
for  a  building  for  service  and  supplies, 
and  $3  5,000  for  the  remodelling  of 
Ewing  Hall. 

THE  PROBLEMS  of  finding  em- 
ployment were  discussed  at  the 
two-day  Job  Seekers  Institute  and 
Vocational  Information  Conference 
sponsored  jointly  by  Bureau  of  Ap- 
pointments, Women's  League,  Cam-

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Bobcats  Go  Through 
Long  Island  U.  Five  in 

ONLY  THE  WtlRLD  WAR  w.is  able  to  compete 
with  Ohio  University's  brilliant  Bobcat  basketecrs  tor 
size  of  headlines  and  number  of  column  inches  in  New 
York  City's  metropolitan  press  last  week  (March  17-24). 

Takint;  the  Bi^  City  and  its  sports  fans  by  storm, 
Coach  Bill  Trautwein's  boys  went  through  to  the  finals  of 
the  National  Invitation  Basketball  Tournament  ir.  Madison 
Square  Garden,  losing,  56-42,  to  Long  Island  University, 
perhaps  the  nation's  strongest  team,  but  leaving  behind 
them  the  wreckage  of  two  highly-touted,  pre-tournament 
favorites,  Duquesne  University  and  the  College  of  the 
City  of  New  York.  But  even  in 
defeat,  the  Bobcats  were  superb. 
Several  records  were  broken,  and 
Frank  Baumholtz,  with  5?  points 
scored  in  three  games,  was  named 
"most  valuable  player"  in  the  tour- 
nament. The  Garden's  attendance 
records,  too,  were  shattered  on  the 
second  and  third  nights,  due  largely, 
it  was  said,  to  the  appeal  and  color- 
ful playing  of  the  Ohio  team. 
Seasoned,  unemotional  sports  writers 
stated  that  no  amateur  sports  event 
had  ever  so  aroused  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  of  "the  man  on  the 
street"  as  had  this  tournament,  and 
that,  by  all  odds,  the  most  popular 
team  was  the  Bobcat  five. 

The  invitation  to  be  one  of  eight 
teams  to  participate  in  the  Eastern 
tourney  came  at  the  end  of  the 
regular  playing  season  after  the 
Ohioans  had  won  16  and  lost  three 
games  in  their  1940-41  season. 
Meanwhile,  Baumholts  and  his 
teammate,  Carl  Ott,  had  both  been 
placed  on  the  Associated  Press  All- 
Ohio  team  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  Ohio  Uni- 
versity is  the  only  school  in  the  state  to  enjoy  such  a 
distinction.  The  other  teams  entered  in  the  annual  event 
were  Westminster,  University  of  Virginia,  Seton  Hall, 
Rhode  Island  State,  College  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
Duquesne,  and  Long  Island  University. 

The  last  words  spoken  by  Coach  Trautwein  as  the 
B  &  O's  "National  Limited"  pulled  out  of  Athens,  New 
York  hound,  were,  "We're  not  going  for  the  ride!"  To 
these  fighting  words  a  crowd  of  more  than  1,000  students, 
faculty,  and  townspeople  roared  their  approval  and 
shouted  back,  "Goodbye,  and  good  luck."  But  the  send- 
off  accorded  the  Bobcats  was,  by  comparison  with  the 
reception  of  these  boys  early  on  the  morning  of  March  26, 
a  wholly  dispirited  affair.  Headed  by  the  band,  a  majority 
of  Ohio  University's  .^,'500  students  trekked  to  the  Union 
Station  to  give  the  returning  warriors  one  of  the  greatest 
receptions  an  Ohio  athletic  team  has  ever  received. 

Scoring  21  straight  points  in  the  early  moments  of 
the  second  half,  Ohio  defeated  Duquesne's  veteran  court- 
combination,  5  5-40,  in  the  opening  game  of  the  national 
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to  Finals  as  They  Meet 
New  York  Tournament 


meet,  March  IH.  The  half  ended  vvuh  Duquesne  h(jlding 
a  26-24  advantage.  Baumholtz  and  Ott  led  a  brilliant 
offense  to  take  the  play  completely  away  from  the  Dukes 
and  to  win  the  most  superlative  praise  of  the  Eastern  fans 
and  sports  writers.  Although  Baumholtz's  performance 
was  dazzling,  and  Ott  broke  a  tournament  record  by  mak- 
ing good  on  nine  out  of  ten  free  throws,  their  Bobcat 
compatriots  —  Blickensderfer,  Snyder,  Deinzer,  Lalich, 
McSherry,  Miller,  and  Wren — came  in  for  their  share  of 
acclamation  and  editorial  approval. 

The  news  of  the  Ohio  victory  touched  off  a  cele- 
bration in  Athens  that  reminded  one 
of  Armistice  Day  in  1918.  Bedlam 
was  the  word  for  it.  Local  fans, 
gathered  in  the  Student  Grill,  the 
Elks  Club,  the  Athena  Theater, 
Hotel  Berry,  and  other  popular 
rendezvous,  surged  out  upon  Court 
Street  where  they  could  give  freer 
vent  and  expression  to  their  feelings. 
Darrel  H.  "Jonesy"  Sams,  '21,  was 
the  first  to  receive  the  good  news, 
getting  it  via  telephone  direct  from 
the  Garden.  Jonesy,  who  had  or- 
ganized a  "telegram  barrage"  earlier 
in  the  day,  turned  from  the  tele- 
phone to  shout,  "We  won — 55  to 
40,"  and  the  town  went  wild. 
Amazed  by  the  interest  and  spirit  of 
home-town  fans,  New  York  writers 
reported  that  the  Ohio  team  had 
received  more  pre-game  telegraphic 
encouragement  than  any  team  they 
had  ever  known. 

Incidentally,    Darrell    was    re- 
cently made  an  honorary  member  of 
rell  "Jonesy"  Sanns  ^^^    Varsity    "O"    Association    and 

voted  Ohio  University's  No.  1  fan 
because  of  his  faithful  support  of  Ohio  University's  teams, 
win,  lose,  or  draw.  It  is  doubted  if  any  other  alumnus 
has  followed  with  as  intense  interest,  the  year  in  and  year 
out  performances  of  Bobcat  athletic  teams  as  the  popular 
Jonesy. 

Having  cleared  the  first  hurdle  and  gained  the  right 
to  participate  in  the  semi-finals,  the  Bobcats,  on  March  22, 
nosed  out  CCNY,  45-43,  to  take  the  second  big  step 
toward   the   tournament   championship. 

In  the  tournament  finale,  before  the  largest  crowd 
ever  packed  into  the  Garden,  the  Ohioans  played  their 
hearts  out  to  no  avail,  losing  to  a  sturdy  team  of  Long 
Island  giants,  56-42.  The  Bobcats  were  very  much  in  the 
ballgame  until  late  in  the  scond  half  when  their  opponents 
surged  ahead  never  thereafter  to  be  overtaken  by  the 
Athenians. 

Team  and  individual  awards  were  made  following 
the  game.  More  highly  prized  than  the  gold  watches  and 
silver  cups  brought  back  by  the  Bobcats,  however,  were 
the  words  of  praise  and  good  wishes  lavishly  bestowed 
upon  them  by  thousands  of  their  newly-made  friends. 
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Here  and  There  Among  the  Alumni 


While  reading  a  recent  issue  of  the  Na- 
tional Geographic  Magazine.  Prof.  A.  A. 
Atkinson.  "91,  Athens,  retired  dean  of 
the  College  of  Applied  Science,  came  up- 
on an  article  entitled  "Cotton:  Foremost 
Fibre  of  the  World,"  which  mentioned 
Samuel  Slater's  "visionary  mill"  at  Paw- 
tucket,  R.I.  The  Slater  mill  was  the  first 
cotton  manufacutring  plant  to  be  estab- 
lished in  America.  Dean  Atkinson's 
grandmother  is  a  descendant  of  a  brother 
of  the  designer  and  builder  of  both  mill 
and  machinery  in  this  pioneer  enterprise. 
Slater  had  been  a  manufacturer  of  cotton 
goods  in  England.  When  he  came  to 
America  in  1789,  he  was  forced  to  build 
the  new  mill  without  the  benefit  of  plans 
and  specifications  because  English  laws 
forbade  the  exportation  of  models  and 
drawings.  The  legend  accompanying  one 
of  the  pictures  in  the  Geographic  is: 
"Chief  objection  to  Samuel  Slater's  "vis- 
ionary mill'  at  Pawtucket  in  1793  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  historic  novel  from  which 
'The  Howards  of  Virginia'  was  filmed. 
'Spinning  machines,'  exclaimed  Captain 
Warren,  'time'll  come  when  a  woman 
won't  have  nothin'  to  do  when  a  man's 
away  at  sea."  Early  cotton  Americana 
are  being  collected  for  a  historic  and  in- 
dustrial museum  to  be  housed  in  the  re- 
stored mill." 

With  many  scholastic  and  professional 
distinctions.  Dr.  Anna  Pearl  McVay, 
'92,  dean  of  girls  and  head  of  the  classical 
department  of  Wadleigh  High  School, 
New  York  City,  will  retire  in  June,  bring- 
ing to  an  end  fifty  years  of  pedagogical 
services.  She  expects  to  take  up  residence 
in  a  suburban  home,  near  Athens,  which 
was  first  occupied  by  her  ancestors  more 
than  a  century  ago.  One  of  the  country's 
foremost  classical  scholars.  Miss  Mc'Vay 
has  been  first  vice-president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Classical  League  and  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  its  Council  since  the  League  was 
organized  twenty  years  ago.  As  general 
chairman  of  the  American  celebration  of 
the  2,00th  birthday  of  Vergil,  she  organ- 
ised and  directed  the  work  of  28  national 
committees  and  was  the  only  woman  on 
the  staff  of  lecturers  on  the  Vergilian  Pil- 
grimmage  and  Aeneid  Cruise  in  1930.  In 
recognition  of  these  activities,  she  was 
awarded  the  Bi-millennium  Vergilianum 
Plaque  by  the  American  Classical  League, 
and  the  Vergilian  Commemorative  Medal 
of  Italy  by  the  International  Association 
of  Mediterranean  Studies.  She  was  a  dele- 
gate of  the  American  Association  of  Uni- 
versity Women  to  the  conference  of  the 
International  Federation  of  University 
Women  held  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  in 
1932,  and  in  Cracow,  Poland,  in  1936. 
Wadleigh,  the  pioneer  high  school  for 
girls  in  New  York  City,  enrolls  appproxi- 
mately  five  thousand  students.  Miss  Mc- 
Vay was  national  president  of  the  Ohio 
University  Alumni  Association  in  1927- 
28. 

Although  past  71  years  of  age,  Allen

"18,  minister 
of  the  Bethel  Baptist  Church,  Dayton,  and 
a  chaplain  with  the  rank  of  major  in  the 
U.S.  Army  Reserves,  has  been  reappoint- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wilber- 
lorcc  University  by  Governor  John  W.

The  vocational  school  is  sup- 
ported from  state  appropriated  funds,  and 
for  this  reason  the  governor  makes  ap- 
pointments to  the  school's  board  of  trus- 
tees. The  enrollment  at  Wilberforce  'S 
approximately  850  at  the  present  time. 

With  the  famous  "Big  Six"  graduating 
in  June  from  Coach  Bill  Trautwein's  Bob- 
cat basketball  team,  Dwight  Ransdell,  son 
of  Hardin  County  School  Superintendent 
Frank  C.  Ransdell.
